My plans if elected ASMPC 
President are relatively brief, but 
I believe that they 
will correct the 
minor faults in 
our student gov- 
ernment if they 
are put into ac- 
tion by the Stu- 
dent Council. 


First, I believe 
that the issuing of 
citations for litter- 
bugging has been ineffective. This 
is partly due to inefficiency on the 
part of Student Council members 
to issue citations and partly be- 
cause of the lack of respect stu- 
dents have for citations, the Stu- 
dent Council and the Judicial 
Board. In place of the citations. I 
believe that more trash cans 
should be placed in more conveni- 
ent places, including the Union and 
outside. This, I believe, will 
remedy the situation. 

I also am in favor of a budget 
revision so that more money can 
be given to those areas that fall 
short year after year, and less 
money to those areas that always 
wind up with a surplus in their 
ihiseican. pe

looking for consistant deficits or 
surpluses. I might point out that 
I am the only candidate for Presi- 
dent who has some experience 
working on the ASMPC budget. 

On the subject of constitutional 
revision, I am in favor of a mild 
revision that will bring the con- 
stitution, which hasn’t been greatly 
revised with the exception of the 
Judicial Board, for five years, up 
to date.

The most pronounced problem 
facing the student body is one 
which has plagued ourselves and 
most other colleges both in the 
past and in the. 
present. This 
problem, which is 
the representation 
of the students’ 
views to the Stu- ; 
dent Council, is a 
most difficult one 
to solve because 
of our rapidly in- 
creasing enroll- 
ment. 


Here is one suggestion I would 
like to bring up at this time. 
There are approximately 15 active 
clubs on campus this semester, 
with an average of 20-25 members 
in each. This is a total member- 
ship of approximately 375 mem- 
bers. 

My point is: why not more and 
larger clubs? At the present, there 
is one women’s club on campus 
with 50 members who are active in 
women’s sports. I think we should 
have more women’s clubs of vary- 
ing interest. With another wom- 
en’s club of fifty members, and the 
willingness of the other clubs to 


enroll, say ten new members, the 


Student Council would hear the 


views of almost half of the student 
body. 

Some will say this can’t be done. 
Why not? Students cry for more

what they want, they should have 


representation. is really 
enough “school spirit” to join a 
club and participate. Being a mem- 
ber of a club can be interesting 
and enjoyable. If they don’t like 
the great variety of selections we 


now have, I for one, am all for 
them starting one of their own. As 
an economist might say, you re- 
ceive benefits only on what you 
invest. This goes for student gov- 
ernment as well as anything else 
in life.

LETTERS 


To the Editor: 


Thank you and the staff of El 
Yanqui for putting out a paper that 
MPC can be proud of. Also, thank 
you for your policy of publishing 
letters of opinion in the place of a 
free-expression board. Please un- 
derstand that this letter is not an 
attack upon this policy, but an ef- 
fort to keep the letter column from 
being abolished as the free-expres- 
sion board was. 


The five letters in the December 
14 issue serve as excellent ex- 
amples for discussion. Two of 
these letters—both written in a 
straight-forward, down-to-earth 
manner—point out information and 
suggest ways of improving our 
school. The other three letters— 
written in a holier-than-thou man- 
ner—merely attack the construc- 
tive criticism of Mr. George Jett, 
a student who wishes to see some- 
thing done about the problem of 
apathy at MPC. Not one of the 
three writers of these derogatory 
attacks offers a plausible solution 
to the problem mentioned by Mr. 
Jett. 


The first of these three letters is 
irritating because of the author’s 
attitude. In his first paragraph he 
has the audacity to accuse Mr. Jett 
of having “obvious semantic and 
grammatical difficulties.’ Then, 
in his second paragraph, he un- 
leashes the following 60-word 
monster: 


“The college, including its cam- 
pus, administration, and faculty, is 
not merely a vehicle for “student 
government,” which is, after all, 
and it can be actually, only a token 
gesture of our self-assertive drives, 
and “campus activities,” which 
have been granted a position in 
academic life far above that which 
would be indicated by an appraisal 
of their actual intrinsic values.” 


It would take a literary genius to 
decipher a whole column of that 
junk. His letter probably contains 


some good ideas, but who can 


make them out? In his attempt to 
create an impression of grandeur, 


the author has only demonstrated 
his own inability to handle the 
problems of grammar and seman- 
tics: 


The authoress of the second of 
these derogatory letters suggests 
that Mr. Jett go to the state legis- 
lature for a solution to our apathe- 
tic studentry’s problems. Can she 
be serious? Does the legislature 
have time? Does she really believe 
that the problem of student apathy 
is not the business of the Student 
Council, the administration, Dr. 
Huber, or even a “social chair- 
man’? 


The author of the third of these 
magnificient epistles believes that 
Mr. Jett should apologize to the 
whole world because he brought to 
light a number of problems which 
—according to his opinion—don’t 
exist. Goodness gracious. 

Take a look at the styles of these 
five letters. The two good guys 
write in plain, easy-to-read, un- 
clutered sentences. Their letters 
are organized. It’s not difficult to 
understand their ideas. The Brand- 
X Writers force the reader to wade 
through undecipherable sentences 
and trite expressions which are 
rarely encountered except in high 
school English compositions and 
legal papers. For example: “pardon 


me, hallowed halls,’ “the above 
named activities,’ “my eyes met 
the phrase,” “in essence,” “ in re- 
spect to this phrase,” “I find it 
hard to believe,” “my mind was 
focused,” “I was greatly disturb- 
ed.” 


Another interesting aspect is the 
number of times the author’s use 
the words “I,” “my,” and even 
“we.” The first of the bad guys 
refers to himself no less than 17 
times; the second, 5; the third, 6. 
One of the good guys refers to him- 
self 3 times; the other, not at all. 
Is it possible that the authors of 
the 3 profound revelations wrote

of them at $2.50 per head, which is 
$8500 that goes into the Associated 
Students’ treasury. 

One might say that the student 
government gives them $5,000 for 
their guest speakers. This is not 
altogether so, because any student 
or member of this community is 
eligible to come and listen to these 
people. With this in mind, let us 
split the cost between the day and 
night students. This still leaves 
$5,000 which they have no say on 
where it is spent.

In Hancock Tourney 


The Monterey Peninsula College 
basketball team traveled to Santa 
Maria over the holidays to take 
third place in the eight team Han- 
cock Invitational Tournament.
